DELAYED DISPATCH i:s. 



ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 27 — Rangoon advices 
state that the revolutionary movement in 
Myinghan is increasing. The mail for 
Yemethen has been looted and the native 
escort killed. The British have organized 
forces to attack the rebels in the Mying- 
yan district next week. 

Sir A. E. Havolock, governor of Natal, 
has informed the Legislative Ouuncil that 
the English govornment declined to con- 
sent to ti e absorption of Zululaud. The 
Council proposes to decline to vote sup- 
plies unless the governor explains tho 
home government's relations with the 
new south. 

BULGARIA. 

SOFIA, Oct. 27- — Kravelloil refuses to 
go to Tirnova because of the fear uf being 
assaulted. lie argues that it is unneces- 
sary to convoke tho Sobranje in the face 
of Russian opposition. The iSobranje, ho 
says, haa no right to dopeso him from the 
regency, and declares that, if it does, he 
will retire under protest. 

General Kaulbars has notified the re- 
gency that if the conspirators against 
Prince Alexauder bo punished, the Rus 
sian government will have to resort to 
extremo measures. 

The Regents, suspecting that it is Kaul- 
bar's intention during their absence at 
Virnova to assist the Zaukotl'itea in Sofia 
to form a now ministry, have taken the 
precaution to arrest ull suspected persons, 
and have ordered t he troops to be in 
revdiness to suppress a revolt. A state of 
siege will be proclaimed in the event of a 
coup d'etat being attempted. 

Another Russian war ship is going to 
Varna. 

A protocol has been signed renewing 
the diplomatic relations between Kervia 
and Bulgaria. It provides fur a troaty of 
commerce and for the refuronco of all dis- 
putes to a joint commission. 

A state of aiego haa been proclaimed at 
Sofia. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, Oct 27. — Tho Official 
Messenger says that the anarchy which 
prevails in Bulgaria prevents the Russian 
Consuls from protecting tho lawful inter- 
ests of Russian residents. After General 
Kaulbars had left Varna several Russians 
were arrosted on illegal pretexts. Two 
Russian cruisers wore therefore dispatch- 
ed to that place. 

UNITED STATES. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 28 — The lim- 
ited passenger train on tho Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St, Paul railroad, which 
left horo last night at ten o'clock, was de- 
railed at Rio, when about three hours 
out, and thrown into an old stone quarry. 
Particulars are hard to got but it is ad- 
mitted at tho general office of the com- 
pany in this city that ono coach and three 
Bleepers are wrecked, and live or six per- 
sons are killed. It is reported that out of 
ten persons who occupied a passenger 
coach siven were killed. A gentleman 
from Chicago and two children from Win- 
ona wore tho only ones saved. None of 
those occupants were injured. 

San FfiANCIflOO, Oct 27.— Considerable 
anxiety is felt hero about the steamer' 
Sardonyx, which was reported in distress 
laBt weok off Capo Perpetua, Oregon. 
Last Sunday the STaquina saw her near 
Urapqufi Dut did not Btop as no signals of 
distress wore shown. Tho State of Cali- 
fornia, which arrived in port to-day, pass- 
ed by fJrapqua two days ago. Tho Sar- 
donyx was not then seen on account of 
heavy fog. She was in a very bad 
condition at the latest reports, and foarB 
aro entertained that she haa sunk. 

New Yokjt., Oct. 27.— Vice President 
Crocker, of tho Southern Pacific railroad, 
says that tho negotiations for the re- 
sumption of the transcontinental agree 
jnent aro delayed becauso tho Pacific Mail 
wants a larger bonus than tho railroadH 
are willing to give, but if that matter 
woro Bottled there would still be tho ob- 
stacle caused by tho Canadian Pacific 
competition to the Pacific ooast, and its 
establishment of agencies at San Fran- 
cisco to compoto for the transcontinental 
business, of which it is liking a good deal 
n.t our rates by way of Vancouver and 
Winnipeg to St Paul and Chicago. L'No 
transcontinental pool can now bo formed," 
Crocker says, "or the agreement made 
With the Pacific Mail without recognizing 



tho Canadian Pacific as a transcontinental 
line."

TEE FINAL ACT. 

Before theso Hues ahull have reached 
the majority of our readura, .Robert Evan 
Sproule, whether guilty or guiltloBs of 
tho murder of which ha wa? convicted, 
■will be past human aid. For our own 
part, we never doubtod the juatico of the 
conviction— but we have always con- 
sidered that deference to the views of 
thoae (and they are very many) who hold 
a contrary opinion — tho case was emi- 
nently one for a commutation of sen- 
tence. We held this lrom the Brat — but 
when, reprieve after reprieve, granted on 
two occasions at the very threshold of the 
gallowa had become nocwaaary, in con- 
sequence of tho legal complications sur- 
rounding tho caso, we expressed the viow 
that it would bo the refinement of 
cruelty to carry out the extreme 
Bentenco of tho law, and in saying 
this wo know that wo uttered the Benti- 
racnta of uineAentha of the community. 
Tho non-recognition of the recommenda- 
tion to inorcy by the jury backed by the 
favorable report of tho judge is to our 
mind inoxplicable— and, apait from the 
particular caso in hand, we fear that the 
obduracy of tho Minister of Justice may 
have a disastrous tendency in future 
cases. Equally inexplicable is the action 
of tho Hon. Mr. Thompson whon 
placed in contrast with his re- 
port in the caao of Alexander 
Gillis, who was convicted in Prince Ed- 
ward Island about the simho time as 
Sproule, of the murder of one Callahan. 
The evidence in the Gillis caso, as in the 
Sproule case, was purely circumstantial. 
Tho murdorud man's watch and chain 
wore found on Gillis immediately after 
the murder, and tho murdured man's 
blood stained vest was also discovered 
concealed in tho convict's trunk. No at- 
tempt at explanation of these, and other 
circumstances pointing conclusively to 
guilt, was made by the prisoner: the jury 
without hesitation found Gillis guilty, and 
in tho- opinion of the judge the evidence 
wis conclusive. No points of law arose in 
the caso, no petition in the convict's favor 
was presented, and no one seemed to doubt 
the prisoner's guilt. Vet in the Gillis case 
tho same iniuinter of justice who passed 
upon the Sproule case, the Hon. John S. D. 
Thompson, in his roport dated February 
23, 1880, says: "It (the evidence) consists 
principally of proof that the prisoner was 
in possession of some of the personal effects 
of the deceased after the murdor; that he 
had blood i-taius on his clothes; that ha 
made some effort to concoal his identity, 
and that he UHed some expressions to indi- 
cate that ho was in danger of being hanged. 
That while this may have been ample to war- 
rant the conviction of the accused, the under- 
signed is of opinion thiit it is not of such 
conclusive proof of the convict hav- 
ing committed the murder as to make 
it safe in tho interests of justice 
that tho prisoner should be executed." 
Tho minister therefore recommended that 
the sentence bo commuted to imprison- 
ment for life, and the report beingadopt- 
ed accordingly, Alexander Gillis is still 
in the land of the living. Can it be said 
that tho evidence in the Sproule case was 
one whit stronger than in the Gillis casef 
We think not. And if it was right to 
commute in the one case — where there 
was no recommendation to mercy — no 
affidavit from any of tho jurymen that 
euoh reoommendation proceeded from a 
doubt of guilt — no favorable report of the 
judge — no legal points arising upon which 
grave difference of opinion existed be- 
tween the members of the court — no 
seven or eight reprieves — no evidence 
transpiring subsequently which might 
have induced the jury to give a different 
verdict — no rocanting virtuesses, and no 
numerously Bigned petitions from the 
public in favor of commutation. When we 
say it was right to commute in a case of cir- 
cumstantial evidence where all these ele- 
ments were absent, why in the name of 
all humanity was it not right to do so in 
the Sproule case where all of them wore 
present. 

It is hardly probable that electricity 
will take the place of steam as a niotoi ; 
but it is probable that it will come into 
use in places where the use of steam is 
inconvenient or undesirable. Steam en- 
gincB are dangerous in tho crowded streots 
of cities, inconvenient on elevated rail- 
ways, and highly unpleasant on under- 
ground railways, In all these positions 
electric motors have been tried with good 
results. They are more expensive than 
steam locomotives, but cheaper than horse 
power. Recent experiments in England 
with an electric motor constructed upon 
the plan of Mr. Elisabn gave great satisfac- 
tion. Herapath's Railway Journal aaye: 
Mr. Elisson's patented inventions are 
of two kinds, ono bointf an accumulator, 
and tho other an improved mechanism 
connected with the motor. The accurau 
lator consists of pairs of platea omposod 
of discB of lead and asbeBtos paper, in al- 
ternate layers, and has great endurance — 
being, indeed, stronger after some months' 
service than when new. The motor, 
which weighs 12 cwt., is not stationary, 
but revolves by means of a pinion and 
circular rock, so that its impetus when in 
action adds to tho powor brought to bear 
upon tho axlo. The accumulators em- 
ployed in an ongino are 80 coIIb, or 100 
volts, and tho weight of the engine car on 
the woigh-bridgo is 5 tons 17 cwt,, that of 
a steam tramcar engino being about 11 
tons. Tho engine, which is coiiHtructod 
to meet the requirements of tho board of 
trade, has tho appearance of a small car. 
It is claimed for this system that the coat 
of an installation will not exceed the 
present cost of horses, harness and stab- 
ling, that tho engine is perfectly under 
tho coafcrol of one attendant, who ncod 
not be an electrician, that there is abso- 
lute aafety owing to the low tension cur- 
ronts employed, that the coat of mainten- 
ance will be diminished by 40 por cent, as 
compared with that of horses, and that a 
saving of over ,C5C,000 por annum would 
be offoctod in tho running expenses of 
one of tho principal London tramway 
oompanios.

Australia and Canada. 

To the Editor:— It would ill-bocomo 
mo to attempt to criticize your able lead- 
ing article in this morning's Colonist, but 
I must join issuo with you on one point. 
You quote the public debU of Australia 
and Now Zealand in comparison with that 
of Canada, and tho inferonco is greatly 
to our disadvantage But you forget that 
in tho Australian colonies the public debta 
have boen incurred for the completion of 
reproductive works, chiefly railroads 
which could be sold for a great deal more 
than tho amount of our loans, these rail- 
roads being tho propeity of the people. 
Not only has the country been oponod up 
and an enormous direct benefit conferred 
upon us, but we possess in these ruilwaya 
most valuable assets. Thus, in my own 
colony of Victoria we have 1,700 milos 
of road in operation, with hundreds more 
in oourse of construction. Last year the 
returns showed a profit of 4i por cent, 
on tho oapitsl employed in construction, 
which was borrowed from England at 4 
per cent. In Canada you have a public 
debt, but where are your assets/ You 
subsidize syndicates to make the railroads 
which thon become private property. In 
Australia and Now Zealand the people 
own and profit by theso.

Since confedera- 
tion Canada has oxpendud in tho prosecu- 
tion of these works more than $40,000,- 
000, more thau the entire addition to tho 
debt, As we said the average debt per 
caj>ita in Australia is $175, in Now Zea- 
land $285, in South Australia $145, while 
in Canada the not debt per capita is $411. —

— Abbe Collin, editor of 
the Lorraine, published at Met*, has been 
indicted for trial for attacking tho judges 
concerned in the reoent sentencing of Abbe 
Sabouret, for invoking divine protection of 
the Frenoh. Hew Bohttlze, editor of the 
Bambourg Journal, has been sentenced to 
one mouth's imprisonment for attacking 
tho Bavarian ministers dealing with the 
late King Ludwig. Discontent is growing 
in Bavaria at the incessant press prosecu- 
tion.

Horrible Cremation of Paasen- 

tcer* in a Railway Accident, 

Unveiling of the Statue of 
Liberty.

Mu.wauk.KK, Get. 28. — From tho most 
reliable accounts obtainable to-night tho 
number who perished in tho railway ac- 
cident does not exceed ten, and theso 
woro all in a passenger coach noxt io the 
baggage car. The only occupants who 
escaped were two children, whose mother, 
Mrs. M. R. Scherer, of Wiriora, Minn., 
handed them out to the brakeman. Mrs. 
Sohorer was pinned down by the seat and 
already enveloped in flames. The rescuers' 
hands were burned to a crisp. None of 
the charred remains can be identified. No 
passengers in any of tho sleepers woro 
kiliod. 

Later — A lato despatch to tho .Sentinel 
estimates tho number of people burned 
as twenty-six. A forco of men has been 
engaged to-night in raking over tho ruins 
of the coaches. At 11 o'clock the charred 
remains of eleven victims had been takon 
out. 

Latest— From all accounts there must 
have been a frightful scone in the car 
wheroin tho fatalities occurred, Tho 
preoauro caused the coaoh to as- 
sume a position of the letter "A." 
Lamps woro broken and b'.ovcb over- 
turned, scattering fire and flames 
in all directions through the coach. The 
mangled and bleeding passengers were 
pinned 'securely by broken Boats, many 
heaped one upon another, their agonized 
shrieks told the story of fractured limbs 
to which was added tho horror of crema- 
tion. It is positive only three escaped. 
Tho hero of the catastrophe was the en- 
gineer, who in tho faco of seeming death 
held his hand on the throttle and thus 
saved the lives of all tho passengers in 
the Bloopers; then when tho train stopped 
ho scrambled out from beneath his ongino 
blooding, and alarmed tho sluepors of tho 
danger from fire. 

Louisville, Ky. , Oct. 28. — Tho Times' 

special gives details of tho terriblo burn- 
ing of eight people iu a log cabin near 
Flatrook, Knox Co., on Tuesday. Wni, 
Pbeg, farmer, went aivay from homo on 
business, leaving his wife, five young 
children and two young ladioa of the 
neighborhood, Miiis Alice Koarns and 
Sallio Adams. During tho night tho 
house was burnod and nil the inmates 
porished aud their remains was found 
noxt day by tho husband on his return. 
It is not known how it caught firo, but 
she mother's remains woro found clasping 
those of tho baby, anil tho bodolothing 
near showed an effort had been made to 
extinguish tho flames. The remains of 
tho others wore found in tho ruins. 

New York, Oat. 28, — Three batteries 
took part in the salute of 10U yuns fired 



from a battery on a wired signal. At the 
moment of tho unveiling of the statute of 
liberty tho steamers in tho bay blew 
whistles and the men-of-war returned the 
salute from their guns at four o'clock. At 
4 [50 o'clock tho guns on Governor's Is- 
land and other torts and those on the war 
ships woro unniaukod, and belched forth 
their thunder for half au hour. The New 
York World which boro such a prominent 
part iu raising the pudostal fund, was re- 
presented in the naval parade by two 
steamers. 

Tho Canadian Pacific Railway Co. is 
negotiating to obtain running powora over 
tho Central Vermont to connoct with 
New York. Tho Central Vermont has 
herotoforo boon tho outlet for the Grand 
Trunk. 

Washington, Oct. 28. — Tho seorotary of 
state mudo another effort to-day to sooure a 
further reprieve for It. K. Sproulo, con- 
demned to bo hanged to-morrow at Vic- 
toria, B. 0., for murdor. No reply was 
received', and it is presumed tho Canadian 
authorities, who postponed the execution 
threo times upon the request of tho Ameri- 
can department of state, will not show 
further leniency. Tho American consul at 
Victoria is thoroughly imbued with tho be- 
liof of Sproulo's innocence, which belief is 
shared by tho mayor and many prominent 
British citizens iu Victoria. 

San Francisco, Oct. 28. — British ship 
L'ucknbw arrived this morning from Port 
Louis, Mauritius. Tho captain states 
that on .September '-'9th four of his crew 
mutinied. The captain whs below and 
one of the crow suddenly sot. upon the 
boatswain assaulting him and brutally 
knocking him down. The captain oame 
on deck and after some lively work tho 
men were subdued and intimidated into 
submission by the captain's pistol. They 
were thon put in irons and kept so for the 
rest of tho voyage. 

.San Francisco, Oct. '28. — Tho steamer 
San Pablo arrived to-day with Hongkong 
dates to Oct 2nd, Yokohama Oct 13th. 
Joseph Dacruse, accomplice of Betran, 
tho Hongkong forger, has been founu 
guilty and sentenced to ten years impr.*« 
Bonment. Though cholera in Japan in 
somewhat abiding the mortality is onor- 
mous. From Sept. 21st to Oct. 7th there 
wero 5,014 esses and 4,-135 deaths. In 
Tokio 483 new cases cccurrod and 409 
deaths. Tho returns fur four weeks, end- 
ing Sept. 26th, give 34,908 cases and 
24,774 deaths, an average of mortality 
over 08 per cent.

BARKERVILLE AND VICINITY. 

Its Placer and Hydraulic Mines. 

GOVERNMENT OFFICES — MEW MINING FIELD 
WILLIAMS AND OTHER CREEKS - MINEI18 
AND THEIR H0HL3 - -A GENEROUS PEOPLE. 

The town of Barker ville is tho govern- 
ment centre for Cariboo district, tho gold 
commissioner, Mr. Jno. Bowron, boing 
lucatod here, or rather at Richfield, about 
half a mile from tho lower town or Bark- 
ervillo, Camerontown being further down 
Williams creek, at the point whore a foot 
bridge crosses over to the hospital. Thoro 
is, however, but tho one street for tho 
throe places, tho trunk wagon road, 
Barkorvillo is a 

CITY ON STILTS, 

it being necessary to place all buildings 
on piles, no that in the spring freshets the 
wash from the mines, Consisting of gravel 
and slum, can bo distributed along tho 
full width of tho valley. The frequent 
deposits made in this way gradually fill 
up the space between the floors of the 
buildings and ground, and unless their 
owners desire to be slowly buried in the 
earth, tho jaukBCtew and now piling must 
bo called intj use. From tho many years 
of gold washing the bed of tho creek has 
been changed from a narrow gorge to a 
valley a couple of hundred yards in 
widtii, the original bed having boon 
covered over to a depth of from twenty 
to thirty feet. A stone warehouse, built 
in the early days, by K. Neufelder, has 
ttltoge thor disappeared. Who knows but 
in the years te come, a now people will 
excavate hero, find tho relies of * past 
civilization, and entertain lengthy specu- 
lations on the crudoneas of man's ancient 
art 1 Thoro are some very substantial 
buildings in liarkerville, one being a 
threo-story hotel, well built and finished, 
tho lumber having been sawed and worked 
into its present shape by the present 
owner. Tho Antelope restaurant, where 
we fouud pleasant quarters, goooi fare, 
and kind treatment. Tho stores, hotels 
and saloons are all of a substantial char- 
acter, with a number of good residences. 
Tho inevitable Chinese occupy a consid- 
erable portion of the town, Chuck Fan 
and Ohoo Kan (Kwong Leo Oo.) being tho 
largest mining operators. Besides tho 
buildings in the town or towns proper, hero 
and thoro up tho gulches is 

IBB CABIN HOME 
of many a miner, working old ground or 
prospecting now. It would bo hard to 
estimate the population in and around 
Barkerville, but one can readily see that 
the glory of the place has departed. There 
are many empty stores, and there is a 
sense of dullness about the town that 
seems strange. Still it is tho largest and 
most important place north of tho rail- 
way line. If its population is not large, 
thuse whom we had the ploasuro of moot- 
ing wero not of a common mould — they 
are men of gonoroun sentiment and action, 
superior intelligence, and in a word, na- 
ture's gentlemen — and they maybe taken 
as an average of tho population to be 
met with anywhere in tho district; 
whether it was in thest.u-e or residence 
of t lie merchant, or tho rudo cabin which 
Bholters tho hardy minor, there wo were 
met with generous hospitality. Many of 
those men have resided in the Cariboo 
mountains for ton and twenty years with- 
out intermission coaxing from dame na- 
ture her coveted gold; and while they 
have not had tho advantage of mingling 
with the world in its busy state, yet it is 
a question if thi'y would not compare 
with its best in refinement of nature. 
Some of them are heroic souls; in spito of 
difficulty, privation and long delayed 
hope they have steadily worked, over 
buoyed up with the hope that ihey would 
some day or other 

"strike it won." 
No wonder Bret liarto was able to writo 
eucli sympathetic and fascinating stories 
and poetry of tho rough miner life — thero 
is a held among thorn from which to 
gather thoughts and lessons of the noblest 
kind. An instance of persistent effort is 
that where four men at Snow-shoe moun- 
tain, without capital, have been tunnel - 
ing and sinking for fivo years without so- 
curing a return until this summer, when, 
at a distance of four thousand feet from 
the mouth of their tunnel thoy struck 
good pay — that is, by the employment of 
several men in carting dirt from tho place 
where gold is found to tho air whore it is 
washed, they are enabled to takeout from 
go tu 87 per day t) each man employed. 
What delight and satisfaction thuse four 
men must have experienced when they at 
las t saw their almost heroic efforts grout- 
ed with success. But thoro is a fascina- 
tion ab iut gold mining that, after a short 
experience, chirms the man who engages 
in it so that ho cannot givo up even 
though ha may think it would be for his 
good . 

With this referonoe to the men who 
coinpoae the gold miners, we will comu to 
tho practical part of our visit. The 
morning after our arrival a visit was made 
to 

RIOIIITIELO, 
whore are the government buildings. 
These lire presided over by Mr.. I. Bowron, 
a gentleman well known in Victoria, and 
high in tho estimation of the people of 
tho district, He is assisted by Sergeant 
James Lindsay, a pensioner of Her Maj- 
esty, and for the last twenty-four years 
in tho service of tho provincial govern- 
ment, and one of the old land-marks nf 
tho mining town. Tho building used as 
office, court room, etc., is framo. painted 
white, and well situated. It is comfort- 
ably furnished. In tho rear a now gaol 
building has recently been erected, strong 
enough to keep sale any prisoner, no 
matter how desirous he might bo to regain 
his liberty, ft is cleanly kept and well 
provided with comfortable bedding — in 
fact, so pleasant is winter prison life in 
Biohfield under tho kind heart of tho et- 
ra'.io sergeant that "Larry," a mining 
character of tho place, who walks briskly 
with crutches, was doing every thing other 
than that which would render him amon- 
ablo to the law, in order to be incarcer- 
ated for tho winter. A brisk business is 
done in tho ollieo, and during the month 
of September thirty nine registrations of 
quartz wore made, this in consoquonco of 
tho recent revival in quartz rock. Thero 
are frequent applications for mining 
ground, water privileges, freo miners' 
certificates, new and renewals. The latest 
report furnished the department with re- 
ference to 

NEW MINING FIELDS, 
is that of a crook (iighty miles from Bar- 
korvillo, discovered by a prospecting party 
who were out for six weeks. They tra- 
velled through a douse growth of timber 
and vegotation, rendering locomotion 
slow, and at a point distant about eighty 
iiiilos they found in a creek good pros- 
pects of lino gold, securing 50 cents to tho 
pan. Thoy prccoeded down this stream 
which they namod Goat river, owing to 
their shooting a homed goat near it, until 
they reachod the Fraser rivor miming 



north from its source at Tete Jauno 
Cache. On their journey they had passed 
through a range differing from the Cari- 
boo, and again into a slato country. 
Wherever prospected on tho bars of Goat 
river good prospects were secured, and 
crossing the Fraser a similar country was 
noted, though no attempt at prospecting 
was made owing to lack of provisions. 
The gold brought back, aud news of the 
new find was heartily received in Barkor- 
villo, and it is the intention of a largo 
number of minors to go to the now field 
in the spring. In the meantime a trail 
will be cut to Coat river. Tho discov- 
erers wero Goo. Isaacs, K. McLeod, S. A. 
Nelson, It. Buchanan and A. Johnson. 

Opposite the court-houso is Nason's saw- 
mill, whoro is also a five-stamp quart/, mill. 
Noar this the Steodmau lodge crosses Wil- 
liams creek. Stoat's gulch runs up from 
the crook near this point, where hydraulie- 
iug is still being profitably carried on. This 
is also tho case from Itichflold up tho creek. 
The creek at thiB point is 

WOItKKD TO BHD HOOK, 

a mass of jaggod slate, seamed with quartz 
veins of small and large width. Opposite 
Barkerville town iH tho Black Jack hy- 
draulic claim, also paying fairly well. It 
was hero that the old channel of Williams 
crook was found aud a rich claim worked. 
Below this is tho Aurora hydraulic claim. 

A visit in the afternoon was made down 
the creek, every little while our guide 
pointing to the bed of tho creek and nam- 
ing forujor famous claims. Below the 
bridge is "Cariboo Camerou's" old mining 
ground, from which he secured a hundred 
thousand dollars or so. Then Wako-up- 
Jake's" claim, whom the_ morohauts would 
not trust for a sack of tlo'ur ono day, and 
who offered half his claim for it, but next 
day was worth $20,000 ; ho painted the 
town red. Then the "Prinoe of Wales" 
claim, still being worked with good returns 
by Bowden Bros. After this is the "Bal- 
lerat" claim, where it is believed thousands 
of dollars are still hidden and could bo 
brought to light if some cheap moans of 
handling dirt, was secured. Further up tho 
creek is the "Barkor" claim, from which 
the town derived its name. It had just 
been cleaned out for winter operations, aud 
in tho old drifts was as dry as above ground. 
This claim pays regularly every winter 
some thousands of dollars. 

Crossing the bridge and up the hill wo 
come to tho hospital, presided over by Dr. 
Watt. There wero two or three casos being 
treated successfully, tho doctor's Bkill being 
held in high esteem by the good people of 
the district. From tho hospital wo pass 
over ground washed 111 many places for 
gold until we come to 

THK "FOBKSX IIOSK" 
hydraulic claim. The water for this claim 
is brought from Williams creok, it being 
diverted ut Biohfield. It was pouring over 
tho top in a good stream, and from tho 
mouth of the nozzle One hundred foot below 
a splendid head of water was being hurled 
at the bank of hard cement and clay, which 
every now and then crumbled and was 
brought down over the ground sluice, 
tho larger stones being picked out by a 
c juplu of men and piled up, whilo tho 
dirt and small gravol was carried through 
the flume and deposited by tho water at 
the dumping ground. Tho method of 
saving the gold is simplo — much of the 
gold is deposited on the ground sluico, 
this boing the bed rock filled with crev- 
ices, and it requires patience to clean up 
this portion. The rest is carried and de- 
posited in the Hume between tho round 
blocks that compose, iti floor. Unfortu- | 
nately this year, owing to tho very dry 
character of the weather, the source of 
water supply has boon in some inetances 
dried up, in others curtailed, and few of 
the hydraulics have been able to do good 
work. Tho Forest Koso washed up the 
week before our visit, and took out '200 
ounces, and expected to wash up as much 
more before closing for tho wintor. This 
claim was formerly drifted and in ono 
»ea on §110,000 taken out, Mr. Briggs, C, 
1*. N. Co., New Westminster, being one

To tub Editor; — llev, Bishop Cridgo, in 
a letter in your columns, has put forward 
views with regard to the right of the In- 
dians to the lauds oj tho province which 
aro entirely at variance witli law which 
has been recognized over since England 
became a colonizing nation; And 1 oau- 
uoc help thinking that tho publication at 
this juncture of such views as are con- 
tained in that letter is nothing more than 
an active encouragement to the Indians 
to resist a peaceable settlement of what 
has been a continual source of expense 
and trouble to the province. The Indians 
only act, speak and think as they are ad- 
visoa, and nothing would have been heard 
about this claim to the lands of tho pro- 
vince as their patrimony if it had not 
been pressed upon them by injudicious 
advising. I will quote the following ex- 
tracts from tho judgment of Chancellor 
Boyd, of Ontario: 

"The colonial policy of Croat Britain 
as it regards the claims and treatment of 
the aboriginal populations in America, has 
boon from the first uniform and well do- 
finod. Indian peoples were found scat- 
tered wide cast over the continent, having, 
as a characteristic, no fixed abodes, 
but moving as the exigencies of 
living demanded. As heathens, and bar- 
barians it was not thought that they had 
any proprietary title to tho soil, nor any 
such claim thereto as to interfere with tho 
plantations, and tho general prosecution 
of colonization. They wero treated 
"justly and graciously," as Lord Bacon 
udviaed, but no legal ownership of the 
land was ever attributed tu them. The 
attorney-general, in his argument, called 
my attention to a joint opinion given by 
a "multitude of counsellors," about 070, 
touching land in New York, while yet a 
province under English rule." 

The opinion referred to was as fol 
lows : — 

"CounceH's opinion concerning Coll j 
Nicholl's patent and Indian purchases: 

Tho land called N. York and other J 
parts in America now called N. East ,)er- 
aey, was first, discovered by Sebastian 
Cobhilt, u subject of Englaud, in King; 
Henry ye Seventh time, about ISO years 
since and afterwards, further by Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh, in yo reign of Queen liiiz. I 
and after him by Henery Hudson in I 
yo reign of King James, and al.io by tho 
Lord Dolosvare and begun to bo planted 
in ye year 1014 by Dutch and English. 
The Dutch placed a governour there, but 
upon complaint made by tho King of 
England to yo stales ofJI illand, tho said 
states disowned ye bisness and declared 
it was only a private undertaking of ye 
West India Company, of Amsterdam, so 
yo King of England granted a com- 
ison to Sir Edward Liydon to 
plant these parts calling them New Albion 
and yo Dutch submitted themselves to ye 
English government, but in King Charles 
ye I's reign ye troubles iu England break - 
iug forth, tho English not minding to pro- 
mote these new plantations because of ye 
troubles, ye Dutch pretended to establish 
a government there again until ye year 
ltie'0, when afterwards it was reduced under 
yo English government and included and 
ratified iu yo peace made between England 
aud Holland: thou it was granted to ye 
Duke of York, 1(164, who ye same year 
granted it to yo Ld Barckley andSr George

A couplo of 
shovels of u mixture of mud aud gravel 
were placed iu tho pan and thou worked 
with water until nothing was left but tho 
gold. It had almost all boon washed away 
aud we thought thero was not a color, but 
a minute more disclosed several nuggets 
which weighed l?G in all. Tho second pan 
furnished $3, No wonder thero is a resist- 
less charm about the rough labor when 
from the earth a miner can wash the glitter- 
ing yellow gold. The gold of Mosquito 
creek is of tho finest character fouud in 
Cariboo, weighing Sl'J to the ounce. It 
was dinner timo when wereac 
of the Flynn Bros,, and an invitation to 
dinner was readily accepted. We had left 
our mining export at tho trail going up 
Island mountain, ho there was one chance 
of not impoverishing our hosts. Mis appe- 
tite was fairly good when when we left 
Soda creek, but tho higher altitude wo 
attained tho greater appetite ho seemed to 
devolop, until at Barkorvillo tho citizens 
used to drop iu at dinner timo just to seo 
him eat. The younger Flynn prepared the 
meal, and if ono has not partaken of a meal 
at u miner's homo ill tho mountains hn 
cannot ontor into tho enthusiasm about the 
palatablenesa of bachelor made bread, blue- 
berry jam, and tho various other eatables 
sot before us. These two brothers havo 
been working on Mosquito creek for many 
years, deeply iu debt, but persevered until 
now they havo struck good pay, aud a few 
seasons will mako thorn mon of moderate 
wealth.

Yet that is not done for want of sufficient 
title from the king or princo who hath 
the right of discovery, but out of pru- 
dence and Christian charity, least other- 
wise tho Indians might have destroyed 
tho first planters (who are usuall too few 
to defend themselves), or refuse all com- 
merce and conversation with the planters, 
and theroby all hopes of converting 
them to tho Christian faith would bo 
lost. In this tho common law of Eng - 
land aud the civil law doth agroo. * * 
Though some planters have purchased from 
Indians, yet having done bo without tho 
consent of tho proprietors for the time be- 
ing the, titlo is good against tho Indians 
but not against tho proprietors without a 
confirmation from them upon the usual 
terms of other plantations/ Vol. xiii,

Of the six counsel who sign this opini- 
on, one (Richard Wallop), became cursi- 
tor baron of the exchequer, another 
(Henry Pollexfea) became chief justice of 
tho common picas, and a third (Holt) was 
afterwurds chiof justice of England. 

In a classical judgment, Marshall C.J., 
has concisely stated the same law of the 
uiothor country which tho United States 
inneritod and applied with such modifica- 
tions as wore necessitatod by tho change 
of government to their late dealings with 
the Indians. 1 quote passages from John- 
son and Mcintosh, 8 wheat, p 505 itc. 

"According to tho theory of the British 
constitution, all vacant lands aro vested 
in, the crown, us teproaonting the nation; 
and the exclusive power to grant them is 
admitted to reside in tho crown as a 
branch of the royal perogative. 
This principlo was as fully recognized in 
America as in the land of Gicat Britain. 
So far as respected the authority of the 
crown no distinction was taken between 
vacant lands and lands occupied by In- 
dians. The titlo, subject to the right of 
occupancy by the Indians was admitted to 
bo in tho king, as was his right to grant 
that titlo." At p. 588. "All our insti- 
tutions recognize the absolute title of the 
crown, subject only to the Indian right 
of occupancy, and recognizo the absolute 
title of the crown tu extinguish that 
right." 

Again: The relations between the gov- 
ernment and the Indians charge upon tho 
establishment of reserves. Whilo in tho 
nomadic state they may or may not chooBe 
to treat with the crown for the extrac- 
tion of their primitive right of occupancy. 
If thoy refuse, tho government is not 
hampered, but has perfect liberty to pro- 
ceed with the settlement and develop- 
ment of tho country, and so sooner or 
later displace them. If, however, they 
elect to treat they then become, in a 
special Bense, wards of the state, are Bur- 
rounded by its protection while under 
pupillage, and havo theia rights assured in 
perpetuity to tho usual land reserve. In 
regard to this reserve the tribe enjoy 
practically all the advantages and safe - 
guards of private resident proprietors. 

Before the appropriation of reserves 
the Indians have no claim except upon 
the bounty and benevolance of the 
crown. After (ho appropriation they be- 
come invested with a legally recognized 
tenure of defined lands, in which thoy 
have a present right as to the oxclusivo 
and absolute contract, and a potential 
right of beooming individual owners in 
fee aftor enfranchisement. 

It follows fhat land ungrantod upon 
which Indians are living at largo in their 
primitive state within any province form 
pnrt of the public lands, and are held as 
before confederation by that province un- 
der various sections of tho B.N.A. Act.

I should now like to say a little of 
the Sea of Mountains, us British Col- 
umbia has scornfully been called. Just 
before leaving the Hat. land round Cal- 
gary, a region seemingly given up to 
cattle ranching, but why ,savo because 
it is, it would be difficult to say. The 
climate is splendid, the winter over in 
a month, little snow and no seven- 
frost. The reason is the warm winds 
from the Pacific, some BOO miles dis- 
tant. Already thousands of Fat cattle 
and hundreds of horses have been car 
ried east over the railway which had 
been waiting the opening, ana this will 
be a large and regular source of tratlic. 
This district has immense beds of good 
coal, and no prophet is required to say 
what that will do. British Columbia 
has been an afterthought in the order 
oi creation. Rules applicable to other 
countries do not hold good here. Find 
coal propping out on the banks of a 
lake or river, and one would naturally 
follow it down, would sink to lower 
levels to find how far it extended. Here 
the seam quite us frequently runs up 
the hill, and sometimes it is neither up 
nor down, but is what is called a 
"pocket," worth working at a moderate 
cost, may be, but still a pocket, not a 
continuous vein. Of course the country 
has been heaved up sinco the coal for- 
mation. The tides are equally confus- 
ing. Instead of the usual 45 minute 
tides, we have high water at noon ami 
low watttr at midnight for months at a 
time; then suddenly this is reversed, 
and at other times we have three tides 
a day. To believe growlers, one would 
have to credit more wonderful inter- 
ference with the ordinary laws of na 
tore. The richest mineral lands in the 
States arc we'l known to be in Mon- 
tana. Tho mountains of Montana cross 
into British Columbia by the Kootu 
nay Lake and pass up to Alaska. The 
latter is rich in gold, silver, coal, Arc, 
but the country connecting these two 
parts of the States has no minerals! A 
political arrangement of Europe has 
changed the nature of the primeval 
rocks! This sort of talk is common 
among the lazy of British Columbia, 
the fact being well known that the 
Kootemiy district is perhaps the rich- 
est in mineral deposits in America, ami 
wants only a few miles of railway to 
open it up. Gold-mining has been car- 
ried on in the Province, but at that 
time the cost of transport, and conse- 
quently of living, was so high, that tin 
less a miner could make £10 a day he 
could do no good. Now he will be aa 
well oil with $2 to $3 a day. Cold and 
silver mining are attractive, but some 
how they leave less behind than indus- 
tries of a slower kind. Cold mining is 
less beueticial to a country than coal 
and iron mining. Hero coal and iron 
are in abundince. At Nauaimo, about 
24 miles from the mainland, we have 
coal inexhaustible, ami in the Gulf 
there is the island Texada, a mountain 
of iron stone, yiel ling 75 per cent, of 
iron. These elements, only a few miles 
apart, have to lie brought together and 
to work out a result for the country 
such as no gold mines can do. Lumber 
we cannot speak; of in the space of 
such a contribution. Suffice it to say, 
lumbermen here are spoiled children; 
they reject, as too troublesome to cut, 
timber which in any other part of the 
world would be reckoned lust-class ma 
terial. Put, tho day is fast coming when 
they will have to mend their ways. 
For the present the cost of sea carriage 
interferes with the development of this 
trade. The largest markets are China 
and Australia. Europe is almost shut 
out from us by the great distance 
round Cape Horn, but litre there is a 
rift in the clouds. The Panama Canal 
will shorten the voyage to New York, 
Montreal and Europe by 0,000 miles, 
equal to two crossings of the Atlantic. 
That will let the west coast look into 
Europe, as Peter the Great said of St. 
Petersburg, and no one can say wdiat 
will happen then. Lesseps will tiien be 
the commercial Columbus of the west 
coast of the Americas, and I hope he 
will live to see the day of his triumph, 
Another trade wants cheaper carriage 
— that is, tho canned lish trade. This 
trade is carried on on the lower Fraser 
River, and is so much money found to 
the country. The cost of salmon is gen 
erally 5 cents per fa'sh, the average 
weight iiibs., so say A cent per pound. 
You may calculate in England w hat, 
you pay per pound, and from that take 
a fair price for the tins, J cent, per 
pound lor the Hsh, then all tho rest is 
labor, carriage and interest on the 
money. The railway win opened a few 
days ago, and already it is telling on 
the country. Travellers from Europe, 
from Pastern Canada and from the 
States are coining daily and all are 
charmed with the scenery, the climate 
and the soil. .Their visits will send tens 
and hundreds for every one coming 
low, and tho country, once known, 
will till up with people. The locomo- 
tive bounding over the prairies of Man- 
itoba, Assiniboia and Athabasca, 
through the glens and over "die passes 
of the Boeky Mountains, sending up 
its pillar of cloud by day and pillar oi' 
(ire by night, beckons the oppressed mil- 
lions of Europe to enlist ami come 
■westward, "armed no longer with tin- 
battle-axe ami tin- war chariot, but 
with the steam-engine and the plough 
share," to the peaceable conquest of 
<lu's newest of western lands. — Corret'
